For many hours tne efforts of the 
assailants were desperately maintained, bat to- 
wards midday their artillery fire gradually slacken- 
ed, and they at length withdrew, after suffering 
considerable losses.

legislation. The attempt is to be made to collect a 
tax on liquor, or, more properly, to determine the 
amount to be collected, by machinery. In addition 
to the payment of the usual amount for a license, 

each barroom keeper or retail liquor dealer is re- 
quired to hire from the Revenue Commissioner of 
his district aa apparatus, said to resemble a 
gas meter in appearance, and termed a ‘* barroom’ 
register.“ It operates ina manner analogous to 
that of the famillar bell- punch or ** indicator” 
of the street railways of our large cities. 

The law directs each barroom keeper ‘‘im- 

mediately upon the sale of each drink of wine, 

ardent spirits, malt l'q@uors, or any mixture there- 

of, inthe presence of the purchaser or person to 
whom it is delivered, to turn the crank of thre 
proper register until The bell has struck once, and 
the indicator on its dial has moved one point or 
number for each drink sold by him. The registers 
are to be Inspected mbuthly, and the tax imposed 
is two and one-half cents for each drink or ha)f- 

pint of wine or spirit, and half a cent for the same 
quantity of malt liquor. The introduction of the 
**apparatus”’’ ie the only novelty iv this law. 

With the exception of ‘informers (who are allowed 
one-third of t fine imposed for disobeying the 
law), and possibly alto the manufacturer the 
indicator, no one can be particularly interested in 
ite enforcement; and every regular toper may be 
expected to connive at the 8 a law, the 
direct tendency of which is to the cost of 
drinking.

The Pall Mali Budget recalls some par- 
allela between 1853 and 1877. In 1853, 
Count Nessetnops wrote to Rescurm Pasa 
at Co : “Place once more the 
real situation of affairs before his Highness 
(sa Hautesse); the moderation and the jus- 
tice of the demand of Russia; the very great 
insult offered to the Emperor by opposing to 
his intentions, which have constantly been 
friendly and generous, unfounded mistrust 
and inexcusable refusals.” The extract 
forcibly recalls the position of Russia in 
the early stages of the present campaign. 
The English declaration of war in 1853 con- 
tained the following : 

The time has now arrwed when the advice and 
remonstrances of the four Powers have proved 
wholly ineffectual, and the military preparations 
of Russia becoming daily more extended, it is but 
too obvious that the Emperor of Russia has enter- 
ed upon acourse of policy which, if unchecked, 
must lead to the destruction of the Ottoman En- 
pire. In this conjuncture her Majesty feels called 
upon, by regard for an ally, the integrity and iude · 
' of whose Empire have been recognized 
as essential to the peace of Europe, by the sympa- 
thies of her people with right against wrong, by a 
desire to avert from her dominions most injurious 
consequences, and to save Europe from the pro- 
ponderance of a Power which has violated the faith 
of treaties and defies the opinion of the civilized 
world, to take up arms in conjunction with the Em- 
peror of the French, for the defense of the Sultan. 


The Budget thipks that the same causes seem

There have been a good many events in 
Mississippi, both before the War of the Re- 
bellion and since its close, which have ren- 
dered its existence as a State adisgrace to the 
Union of States to which it belongs. It was 
Mississippi which; long before there was the 
excuse of a war, or any sudden and calamit- 
ous loss of prosperity, deliberately repudi- 
ated its public deht and evinced a deplorable 
absence of honesty among its people. It 
was in this State that the horrors of slavery 
were carried to the utmost extreme of devil- 

ish inhumanity. It was here that the duello 
Wan A into the most barbarous form; 
street-fights and shooting on sight were dig- 
nified by that appellation. The vendetta was 
as much an institution there asin the early 
times of | The feud between the 
Vicksburg editors will be remembered as one 
of the most relentless series of personal 
revenges on recotd; the average life of 
an editor in that community for a time 
was not more than four months. 
It was the State which produced Jzrr 
Davis, who approved the Andersonville 
horrors, and afterwards disguised himself in 
petticoats to escape arrest,—thus typifying 
the brutality and cowardice that have been 
observed to go together in that depraved 
community.

such a guard as will confine and curb their 
outlawry to themselves.

The Senator (if there be two of 
the same party from the State) whose term 
is nearer the close, and who therefore stands 
in greater need of personal aid to be re- 
elected, controls the Marshalship, the Dis- 
trict-Attorneyship, and the more conspicu- 
ous and more profitable offices of Collectors 
and Postmasters, and also the minor offices 
in those districts, if there be any, repre- 
sented by the other party. Each Represent- 
ative (of the party) has the control of all the 
appointments within his district. The Sen- 
ator or Representative, either in writing or# 
personally, informs the head of the Depart- 
ment or the President that he desires the 
present incumbent removed and the person 
designated appointed. The President knows, 
having been duly informed of that rule, that 
no person appointed, other than the one 
named, will be confirmed by the Senate. In 
case of a vacancy, the President must appoint - 
the nominee of the Congressman,—because 
if he nominate any other the Senate will 
reject the nominee. There is an unwritten 
law of the Senate, stronger than the Consti- 
tution, that the Senate will not confirm any 
nomination by the President when that nom- 
ination is opposed by the Senator from the 
State in which the office exists, the Senator 
being, of course, in good standing with the 
party. This is the present system, 
and a majority of Senators and Rep- 
resentatives depend for their chances 
of re-election entirely upon the efforts of 
their personal dependents in Federal 
offices in their States to pack and control 
caucuses and nominating conventions. Some- 
times these appliances fail, and the new man,

Under this 
rule, appointments will be only in cases of 
vacancies by death or resignation, or for dis- 
honesty or incompetency. There will in 
such case be no general removals every four 
years; the appointments will be occasional ; 
the great armies of persons who wait frome 
year to year for changes in the Cabinet, or 
in the Government, or of parties, in order to 
be appointed by companies, regiments, and 
brigades, and for party services, must dis- 
band, and be foreed to look out for some 
other mode of living. Vacancies will hap- 
pen singly, and at intervals, and the appoint- 
ing power could have time to exercise a care- 
ful scrutiny in the matter of appointments. 
The second remedy is, that the Goverument, 
in selecting men to perform the business of 
the Government, should adopt the same ra- 
tional policy that private business establish- 
ments pursue. A corporation, or bank, or 
business firm needing a cashier, a clerk, a 
salesman, an expert in the valuation of wares 
and merchandise, and in the handling of

ITS SEIZURE BY THE REVENUE OFFICERS.

AN INTERESTING LOG, 

The steamer Joseph L. Hurd, Thomas Lloyd 
Captain, was the first vessel to make the round 
trip to Lake Superior this season, arriving from 
Portage City at 4 o'clock yesterday morning, with 
sixty passengers. Last season Tux TRIBUNE pob- 
lished several loge kept by Clerk T. 8. Baker, 
of the Hurd, and he has kindly furnished the fol- 
lowing interesting account of the late trip, which 
is even more entertaining than former ones: 

April 29.—We steamed out of Chicago and were 
soon dancing on the biliow, as the northeaeier was 
still blowing. We hada lively time going to Mil 
waukee where we completed cargo, and continued 
on our voyage. 

April 30.—Leaving here we had a good fun 
across the lake, and through the Straits and Lake 
Huron. 

May 2.—Enteri Sault Ste. Marie River, we 
made a landing and learned we were the first boat, 
and glad they were to see us. Passing u 
the river we were greeted from either ban 
the inhabitants making many demonstrations of 
their pleasure. firing guns, rimging school and 
church bells, and shoating. Being a bright, warm 
day, it brought the Indians out. They were seen 
in groups lounging along the banks of the river in 
their lazy custom. Occasionally one would call 
out. Bosau bogen“ (How do! howdo!). Five 
miles below the canal we saw the first ice floating 
down in large cakes. As we neared the Sault we 
could see the wharves crowded with people to 
greet the first steamer. We locked through the 
canal, and were soon heading for the ice-fields of 
Lake Superior. We made but ten miles, when 
solid ice brought us to a stand-still. Too heavy to 
work into alone, we waited for the steamer - 
souri, which was due. 

May 3. —The stet Missouri alongside thie morn- 
ing. Making a start, we helped one another all day. 
We would back up and start full head, going into 
ice sometimes a length, and after several efforts 
we would get fast, when the Missouri would pull 
us clear. his day we made but ten miles, and ice 
still ahead, as far as the eye could reach. 

May 4.—On account of heavy frost last night 
both ts are waiting forthe sun to weaken the 
ice. At 1 p. m. we made a start, meeting with 
more success than yesterday, often making quarter 
to half a mile headway, still working through heavy 
ice. At one place we had much trouble, the ice 
being ten feet thick. The Missouri came up and 
shoved us. By both steamers working full stroke 
we got through, when we found the ice mach 
weaker, and jogged alongfour miles an hour. At 
sunset we rounded Whitefish Point, where we 
found Open water. At 9 p. m. commenced run- 
ning into heavy ice again, compelling us to go well 
out. . 

May 6—S a. m.—Weather fine. Now making ten 
miles an hour. Missouri hard after us: fun for 
all. Clear water, and the high lands of Marquette 
loom up far away. A few hours and the first boats 
of the season will steam into the beautiful Bay of 
Marquette. 

May 6.—Thise morning finds us at our moorings 
at Portage. Here shipping was lively during our 
stay of three days, discharging cargo. We were 
coined by stmrs Peerless. Manistee, Arctic, and 

As we are about to sail, we see ware- 
houses and wharves well filled with the cargoes of 
the six steamers, 

May 9—Morning.—We are steaming slowly 
through the Lake Superior Ship Canal.
